Illinois Tcwn Visited by Two Daring 


Men Who Make a Haul. 


La Salle, 111., Nov. 6.—The Farmers 


and Miners' bank of Ladd, a small 
mining town, was held up and robbed. 
The assistant cashier, J. J. Hurley, 
was alone in the bank when two men 
entered and asked for some pennies. 
The nest moment, covering Huiley 
with revolvers, they ordered him to 
ihrow up his hands and marched him 
to a back room, where they bound 
him hand and foot. After taking 
about |7,000 the robbers escaped. Ono 
guarded the street door while the 
other scooped up the cash. Some re- 
ports say that the amount stolen is 
$20,000. It was mostly in currency. 
The robbers were gone an hour before 
the robbery was discovered. At Peru 
the robbers hired a livery rig and 
drove to Ladd.

Sideaer says he for-

Commercial Adjustment company, and 
Is accused of having caused to be 
published in a Xew York financial pa- 
per Oct. 27 an article in which the 
alleged forgery appeared. The com- 
plaint on which Sidener was arrested 
•was made by Charles A. Henderson, 
fiidener was apprehended in the ad- 
justment company's office and at the 
same time the police seized a number 
of the company's account books. The 
prisoner and the books were taken to 
the office of District Attorney Jerome. 


In the Tombs court Sidener was 


paroled until Monday. The alleged 
forgery, according to an assistant dis- 


• trict attorney, consists in the dissem- 


ination over his own signature of arti- 
cles alleged to have been published 
in. a financial paper. 


The McClure Commercial Adjust- 


ment company was recently organized 
with a capitalization of $10.000. 
Its 


officers are: President. Duncan Mc- 
Clure, who is- said to have conic hero 
from St Louis; secretary, T. C. Breck- 
inridge, a St. Louis lawyer. It is said 
the company was formed for the pur- 
pose of settling and procuring adjust- 
ments of debts of defunct companies 
•whose directors have been held to be 
personally responsible. 


It is alleged that about Oct. 1 the 


McClure Commercial Adjustment com- 
•pany, having secured the names of 
stockholders of the defunct Interna- 
tional Mercantile agency, got into 
communication with those who lost 
money in the mercantile affairs and 
agreed to bring suit against the direc- 
tors on. a 25 per cent basis. 


St. Louis, Xov. 6.—The city direc- 


tory does not give the names of Dun- 
can McClure or T. C. BrccUinridge. 
George B.' Sidener was formerly a po- 
lice judge here and is a member of 
the law firm of Sidener & Sidener. 
At the firm's office it was stated tha: 
lie is in New York and has been there 
six -weeks. Judge Sidener's law part- 
ner, Howard Sidener, who is a cousin, 
stated that the news dispatch was the 
first intimation he had received con- 
cerning the arrest, and that he knew 
nothing further about the matter.
